While the questions of municipal | 


ownership and installation

ter meters is being discussed it 
might be well for the citizens to look 
to the condition of the water they 
drink. Usually the .purest water to 
be had in the state, the water which 
has been passing through the pipes 13 
the ast two or three days has been 


i unclean. Whether this uncleanness is 
detrimental to the health of the com- 
munity or not can only be determin- 
ed by analysis. 


By placing a cloth under the fau- 


cet the citizens will discover, after 
the water has been allowed to run fo 
a short time, that a sediment not at 
all pleasing to the eye has been de- 
posited upon the cloth. As we have 
said, this dirty condition of the wa- 
ter may or may not be unwholesome 
to those who drink it, but at least it 
is a rather unpleasant addition to the 
water and should he eliminated, 
if 


possible, before it reaches the pipes.

FILTER THE WATER. 


While the questions of municipal 


ownership and installation 
of wa- 


ter meters is being discussed it 
might be well for the citizens to look 
to the condition of the water they 
drink. Usually the purest water to 
be had in the state, the water which 
has been, passing through the pipes ii 
the ast two or three days has been 
unclean. Whether this uncleanness is 
detrimental to the health of the com- 
munity or not can only be determin- 
ed by analysis. 


By placing a cloth under the fau- 


cet the citizens will discover, after 
the water has been allowed to run fo 
a short time, that a sediment not at 
all pleasing to the eye has bee.ii de- 
posited upon the cloth. As we have 
said, this dirty condition of the wa- 
ter may or may not be unwholesome 
to those who drink it, but at least it 
is a rather unpleasant addition to the 
water and should be eliminated, 
if 


possible, before it reaches the pipes.

might be well for the citizens to look 
to the condition of the water they 
drink. Usually the .purest water to 
be had in the state, the water which 
has been passing through the pipes 13 
the ast two or three days has been 


i unclean. Whether this uncleanness is 
detrimental to the health of the com- 
munity or not can only be determin- 
ed by analysis. 


By placing a cloth under the fau- 


cet the citizens will discover, after 
the water has been allowed to run fo 
a short time, that a sediment not at 
all pleasing to the eye has been de- 
posited upon the cloth. As we have 
said, this dirty condition of the wa- 
ter may or may not be unwholesome 
to those who drink it, but at least it 
is a rather unpleasant addition to the 
water and should he eliminated, 
if 


possible, before it reaches the pipes.

FILTER THE WATER. 


While the questions of municipal 


ownership and installation 
of wa- 


ter meters is being discussed it 
might be well for the citizens to look 
to the condition of the water they 
drink. Usually the purest water to 
be had in the state, the water which 
has been, passing through the pipes ii 
the ast two or three days has been 
unclean. Whether this uncleanness is 
detrimental to the health of the com- 
munity or not can only be determin- 
ed by analysis. 


By placing a cloth under the fau- 


cet the citizens will discover, after 
the water has been allowed to run fo 
a short time, that a sediment not at 
all pleasing to the eye has bee.ii de- 
posited upon the cloth. As we have 
said, this dirty condition of the wa- 
ter may or may not be unwholesome 
to those who drink it, but at least it 
is a rather unpleasant addition to the 
water and should be eliminated, 
if 


possible, before it reaches the pipes.
